China says it combined 
‘perfect voice and the 
perfect performance*

BEIJING One little girl had the looks. The other 
had the voice. 

So in a last-minute move demanded by 
one of China’s highest officials, the two were 
put together for the Olympic opening cer- 
emony, with one lip-synching “Ode to the 
Motherland” over the 
other’s singing. 

The real singer, 
7-year-old Yang Peiyi, 
with her chubby face 
and crooked baby 
teeth, wasn’t good 
looking enough for 
the ceremony, its 
chief music director 
told state-owned Beijing Radio. 

So the pigtailed Lin Miaoke, a veteran of TV 
ads, mouthed the words with a pixie smile for 
a stadium of 91,000 and a worldwide TV audi- 
ence. “I felt so beautiful in my red dress,” the tiny 
9 -year-old told the China Daily newspaper. 

Peiyi later told China Central Television that 
just having her voice used was an honor. 

It was the latest example of the lengths the 
image-obsessed China is taking to create a per- 
fect Summer Games. 

In a brief phone interview with AP 
Television News on Tuesday night, the music 
director, Chen Qigang, said he spoke about the 
switch with Beijing Radio “to come out with 
the truth.” 

“The little girl is a magnificent singer,” Chen 
said. “She doesn’t deserve to be hidden.” 

China has been eager to present a flawless 
Olympics face to the world, shooing thousands 
of migrant workers from the city and shutting 
down any sign of protest. 

The country’s quest for perfection appar- 
ently includes its children. 

A member of China’s Politburo asked for 


the last-minute change during a live rehearsal 
shortly before the ceremony, Chen said in the 
Beijing Radio interview, posted online Sunday 
night. He didn’t name the official. 

“We had to make that choice. It was fair 
both for Lin Miaoke and Yang Peiyi,” Chen 
told Beijing Radio. “We combined the perfect 
voice and the perfect performance.” 

“The audience will understand that it’s in 
the national interest,” Chen added. 


r FUELING THE FIREWORKS 

Also Tuesday, Beijing organizers confirmed 
that some of the opening ceremony’s 
fireworks display-29 gigantic footprints 
shown “walking” toward the National 
Stadium-featured prerecorded footage. 
The footage was provided to broadcasters 
“for convenience and theatrical effects,” 
said Wang Wei, vice president of the Beijing 
Olympic organizing committee.

The CTA said it is making more of its 144 stations accessible as 
funds become available, and by the end of 2009, 91 will be as a result 
of the Brown Line capacity expansion project. The transit agency 
also said customer assistants can be contacted via buttons on plat- 
forms and on “L’ cars.

Others offered 
kudos and complaints about other aspects of the system.

Catholic Archdiocese of 
Chicago to pay $12.7M 
in clergy abuse scandal

The Archdiocese of Chicago agreed Tuesday 
to pay almost $12.7 million to 16 men and 
women who told of agonizing flashbacks, 
years in therapy and recurring thoughts of 
suicide after sexual abuse as children at the 
hands of priests. 

“I apologize again today to the survivors 
and their families and to the whole Catholic 
community,” said Cardinal Francis George, 
who also made public an extraordinary 307- 
page deposition that detailed the church’s 
tortured efforts and, at times, failures to 
confront the scandal. 

George acknowledged that church lead- 
ers acted far too slowly in some cases. 

“I think all of us failed in the end— I must 
take responsibility for it,” said George, the 
spiritual leader of Chicago’s huge Catholic 
archdiocese since 1997. 

Attorneys said it was the first time such 
a deposition has been released publicly as 
part of a settlement with victims. Another 
similar deposition came out during a clergy 
abuse trial in California. 

Fourteen cases settled Tuesday involve 
sexual abuse by 10 different priests. 
Two involve an nth priest, Rev. Daniel 
McCormack, who pleaded guilty last year 
to abusing five children and is serving a five- 
year prison sentence. 

McCormack was arrested in August 2005 
after a 10 -year-old boy claimed the priest had 
fondled him. Police said the boy’s story was 
credible but released McCormack after get- 
ting a call from an official of the archdiocese. 

Jeff Anderson, an attorney for the vic- 
tims, confronted George as part of the gru- 
eling, daylong deposition with a memo say- 
ing the archdiocesan official later advised 
McCormack not to talk to the police. 

“Is that something you approve of?” the 
attorney asked during the deposition. 

“No, that’s not part of his responsibili- 
ties,” George said. 

One of the plaintiffs, Therese Albrecht, 
48, of Steger, said she had been raped and 
sodomized from age 8 to 11 by Rev. Joseph

Bennett of Chicago. She said she lived with 
the agony for decades before finally report- 
ing it and then felt that the archdiocese 
didn’t believe her story 

Bennett was removed as a priest in 2006, 
about two years after Albrecht came for- 
ward. Attorneys for the victims said church 
officials dragged their feet in acting on 
complaints against Bennett. George said 
the investigation was not complete. 


Despite the settlement, Albrecht, now a 
Steger housewife, said “today is not a happy, 
joyous day for me.” She said she had spent 
years in therapy and at one point contem- 
plated suicide. 

“I’m glad I survived this — I didn’t think 
I would,” she said. 

During the deposition, George also 
answered tough questions concerning his 
slowness to throw McCormack out of the 
ministry 

Two months after McCormack’s arrest, a 
church review board urged George to sever 
the priest from the ministry 

“They gave me that advice, yes,” George 
said. “I wish that I had followed it with all 
my heart.”

Police seek motive in slaying

The shooting occurred near 
Grand and Wolcott Avenues 
Mueller, 29, had driven a friend home in her car around 
about 6 a.m. Sunday He apparently was walking to 
Grand Avenue to catch a cab home when two gunmen 
shot him in the street, his friends said. 

“This guy had zero enemies,” said Walt Oestmann, a 
roommate and a fraternity brother from the University 


of Illinois at Urbana- Champaign. “[Police] are follow- 
ing all leads and trying to figure it out. It could quite 
possibly be random.” 

Friends and relatives said they are hoping the 
$10,000 reward they are offering would help lead to 
the gunmen’s arrests. 

Mueller grew up in Mount Greenwood on the 
South Side before graduating from U. of I. and attend- 
ing graduate business classes at DePaul University, 
Oestmann said. 

With a friend’s financial help, he helped open Nonna’s 
Pizza in the Old Town neighborhood in late 2007. 

He was there to turn on the ovens when the pizzeria 
opened every day and lock up at night, said Oestmann’s 
sister Heather, an employee at the restaurant.

North Side man runs into 
trouble trying to return pet 

As adoptions go, Kori was a terrible fit. 

The Catahoula leopard/Labrador mix never got 
comfortable at Conor McGrath’s North Side home. 
Worse yet, the dog didn’t get along with McGrath’s 
other dog, a black lab named Otto. 

Under terms of the agreement he had signed with 
the Almost Home Foundation, a no-kill animal shel- 
ter in Elk Grove Village, McGrath had two weeks to 
decide whether to keep Kori. He returned her to the 
shelter on March 26, after just six days. 

“She just didn’t fit in,” McGrath said. “I was in tears 
when I brought her back.” 

The contract stated McGrath would get his $250 
adoption fee back. But the folks at Almost Home told 
him not to worry — they hadn’t cashed his check any- 
way 

By mid-summer, McGrath had almost put the expe- 
rience behind him. Then Almost Home inexplicably 
cashed his $250 check in late June. 

The deposit pushed McGrath’s checking account 
into the red, resulting in a $32 overdraft fee. He 
e-mailed Almost Home immediately After several 
messages, the shelter’s vice president, Chuck Hanson, 
called back. 

He agreed to refund the $250, McGrath said, and 
promised to put it in the mail within days. 

As the weeks ticked by, McGrath became anxious. 
After e-mailing Almost Home several times and get- 
ting neither his money nor a reply, McGrath e-mailed 
the Tribune’s “What’s Your Problem?” 

The Problem Solver called Hanson on July 30. He 
said McGrath’s check had been cashed by mistake, and 
Almost Home has been searching for weeks to find 
McGrath’s address to refund the money 

“It was an oversight by a good volunteer,” Hanson 
said. 

Hanson told the Problem Solver the shelter sent 
the $250 refund before the Problem Solver called.

Recession? Eat, drink and be merry 


As a global recession looms, what better way to 
cope than to eat, drink and be merry? 

Even as consumers face soaring energy costs, 
rising food prices and higher mortgages or rent, 
it seems clear they’re not prepared to forgo many 
of life’s little treats— alcohol, cigarette and candy 
makers all are reporting healthy sales amid the 
gloom. 

“I would never give it up, not unless I was 
dying of alcohol poisoning or something,” said 
Kelly Piggeln, a 62-year-old retired nanny, as she 
indulged in her favorite two vices of a cigarette 
and a glass of wine on the patio of a London 
bar. 

Piggeln’s stance is being echoed by cash- 
strapped consumers around the world, a trend 
that is reflected in strong financial reports this 


season from some of the biggest so-called “sin 
stocks” even as banks and many retailers report 
sliding income. 

Sin stocks, ranging from gambling to liquor, 
are usually a safe bet in hard times. While shares 
in some of those companies have fallen along 
with stock exchanges this year, lots are still see- 
ing strong revenues and sales. 

Sam McQueen, a 29 -year-old teacher taking 
a lunch break outside Starbucks in Camden in 
north London, said she and her boyfriend had 
recently revised their spending strategy— and 
stopped buying prepackaged foods at the super- 
market to free up money for the treat fund. 

“We’re going to stop buying silly things like 
that as opposed to giving up going out for a 
drink,” she said.

BEIJING In some ways, Michael Phelps is just 
your typical 23-year-old. 

He hates getting up early He wolfs down 
enormous amounts of pizza. He loves tex- 
ting with friends, listening to hip-hop on his 
iPod, or just cruising around in a pimped- 
out ride. 

Then he dives in the water. 

Nothing typical there. 

In capturing the 200 -meter butterfly and 
the 4X200-meter relay with his fifth world 
record in five races in the Beijing Games, 
Phelps eclipsed a group including Mark 
Spitz and Carl Lewis to become the win- 
ningest Olympian of all time with 11 gold 


medals. And he shows no signs of slowing 
down. 

Phelps had one more final Wednesday— 
the 800 free relay— and was an overwhelm- 
ing favorite as the world record-holder in that 
one too. 

That would leave him with only one other 
thing to do before he leaves China: win all 
eight of his events to take down Spitz’s 
record of seven golds at the 1972 Munich 
Games. 

When Phelps climbed out of the pool 
Tuesday after matching Spitz, Lewis & Co. 
with gold in the 200 freestyle, he unzipped 
his skintight suit and ambled over to chat 
with his coach. 


“Well, you’re tied,” Bob Bowman remind- 
ed him. 

“That’s pretty cool,” Phelps replied. 

Phelps didn’t even know until earlier this 
year that he could become the winningest 
Olympian ever coming off of his six-gold per- 
formance in 2004. It took him just four days 
in Beijing to pull into a tie with Spitz, Lewis, 
Soviet gymnast Larysa Latynina and Finnish 
runner Paavo Nurmi. 

“To be tied for the most Olympic golds of 
all time, with those names, in Olympic his- 
tory Phelps said, before pausing and let- 
ting out a slight chuckle. 

Phelps will have three more chances to 
stretch his lead before he leaves China.

Mental disability 
aroups protest 
Tropic Thunder’

“Tropic Thunder” is pushing the boundaries of 
good taste too far for groups representing the 
mentally disabled. 

Dozens of people from organizations such 
as the Special Olympics and the American 
Association of People with Disabilities protested 
the movie-industry spoof across the street from 
the film’s L.A. premiere at Mann’s Bruin Theatre 
on Monday 

The groups are outraged over scenes featur- 
ing the liberal usage of a disparaging term used 
to describe the mentally disabled. In the movie, 
director and co-star Ben Stiller plays a fame-hun- 
gry actor cast in a war movie who previously had 
a role as a mentally disabled character named 
Simple Jack. 

“I think it’s open to interpretation and that’s 
the great thing,” Robert Downey Jr., who stars 
in the film, told AP Television at the Monday 
night premiere. “'Vou know, if I want to protest 
something because it offends me that’s my right 
as an American, and it’s also any artist’s right to 
say and do whatever they wanna do.” 

Andrew Imparato, president of the American 
Association of People with Disabilities, 
said he and other advocacy groups met with 
DreamWorks co-chair Stacey Snider and 
watched a private screening of the film Monday 
morning. Imparato called the movie “tasteless” 
and said it was “offensive start to finish.” 

Following the original complaints from the 
advocacy groups, DreamWorks pulled some 
promotional materials, including a Web site that 
promoted the film-within-a-film starring Stiller’s 
character which contained the tag line “Once 
there was a retard.” DreamWorks spokesman 
Chip Sullivan previously said in a statement that 
“no changes or cuts to the film will be made.”

is risky business

Robert Downey Jr. has had some tough 
assignments as an actor, but few roles com- 
pare to the risk he’s taking in the comedy 
“Tropic Thunder.” 

The white American star plays Oscar- 
winning Australian actor Kirk Lazarus, who 
surgically dyes his skin to portray an African- 
American soldier named Lincoln Osiris in a 
Vietnam War epic called “Tropic Thunder.” 

Downey, who had just finished filming 
his huge hit from earlier this year, “Iron 
Man,” had reservations about the role 
when co-writer-director-producer Ben 
Stiller offered it to him. 

“I thought , ‘{Bleep] Ben Stiller.’ He’s going 
to call me up and say I want to do a great big 
movie with you, but I want you to have the 
highest risk factor and maybe put you up to 
ridicule and have people hate you for doing 
something you should have known was 
{bleeping} wrong to do,” Downey recently 
told a group of reporters in L.A. 

Eventually, however, Downey took the 
bait— and went for it. 

“There would be times I’d be in make- 
up for a couple of hours and ... I’d look at 
myself in the mirror and talk to myself as 
the character,” he said. “I swear to God it 
was one of the most therapeutic {things], I 
would actually have this strange transcen- 
dent experience.” 

In other words, Downey felt comfort- 
able in his new skin, but not to the extent 
that he wanted to take Lincoln out for 
a test run on the streets of his Malibu 
neighborhood. 

“No! I’m not an idiot,” he said when the

idea was suggested. 

Joining Downey in the film are Stiller, Jack 
Black, Jay Baruchel, Steve Coogan, Danny 
McBride and Brandon T. Jackson. They 
play the prima donna actors and director 
(Coogan) of the film within the film. This 
modey crew, with the help of an explosion 
gone awry contribute to the film’s budget 
woes— making it the most expensive war 
movie ever made. When investors pull the 
plug, the director convinces the stars to 
finish the film at a different location in the 
jungles of Southeast Asia. 

What they don’t know is that the bad 
guy “extras” they encounter are part of an 
actual heroin manufacturing operation led 
by a grade school-aged drug lord. 

Downey’s role stirred up some con- 
troversy when the first photos showing 
Downey in character were released. But 
since then, he hasn’t faced much backlash 
for his portrayal. 

Downey recently told reporters his role 
and the movie are a satirical send-up of the 
self-importance of actors. 

“The whole idea of actors taking them- 
selves seriously is the funniest thing I’ve 
ever seen,” Downey said. “The whole film 
is based on the idea that what we do on 


some level is offensive and who we 
are on some level is despicable and 
pathetic. Which is the truth and not 
the truth. But the part that is the 
truth is entertaining.” 

Downey relied on Jackson, who 
plays the film’s real black actor, 
Alpa Chino, to tell him if he was 
going too far in the role. After all, 
getting audiences to accept such a 
stereotypical portrayal of a black 
man— even in a comedy— is a risky 


venture. 


“He helped us a lot,” Downey 
said. “He’d say, T can call you that 
but you can’t call me that.’ And I’d 
say, ‘I know’ If I had called him that— you 
know there are so many ways in a blink of 
an eye that it could have gone wrong.” 

According to Jackson, Downey was just 
as dedicated to the part as the actor he’s 
satirizing. 

“Robert Downey, that dude, he never 
left character the whole time. He was 
black the whole time,” Jackson said. “My 
mom came up to the set, she thought he 
was Don Cheadle.” 

Stiller encouraged Downey to just go 
for it. 

“I just wanted him to make the char- 
acter as two-dimensional as possible,” 
Stiller said. “I wanted him to go where his 
instincts told him to go.” 

Next up for Downey, who is having a 
great year, is the sequel to “Iron Man,” 
reprising his role as Tony Stark/Iron Man. 

“I’m stoked,” Downey said. “I’m excit- 
ed to do another ‘Iron Man.’”

Frozen water goes 
gourmet for some

Was that Hoshizaki or Kold-Draft that 
you wanted with your Grey Goose? 

Did you say you like your cocktail 
with a cube or a lozenge or a tube with a 
dimpled end? Do you want that iced tea 
served over crushed or would you prefer 
fragmented? 

Questions like those may seem crazy to 
people content to cool a summer drink 
with chunks of ice from the freezer. But 
for some, the idea of consuming generic 
ice is enough to raise goose bumps. 

There are those — and don’t wear your- 
self out looking for statistical surveys 
on this one— for whom water in chunky 
frozen form is a source not merely of 
interest but also obsession. Tou can find 
them— alongside every other compulsive 
with an affinity group — on the Web. 

They forgo freezer ice altogether in 
favor of the commercially produced kind, 
ordering products like the Air AI-iooS 
portable ice cube maker. Some aficiona- 
dos, like country singer Vince Gill, even 
raise the ante by installing commercial- 
grade ice machines in their homes. And 
some set out on a kind of gourmet ice 



hegira (Safeway to Gristedes to Fairway) 
whenever friends come to drink. 

Carolyn Polk did not start out as an 
“ice snob.” For most of her life, the 41- 
year-old St. Louis native staved off the 
heat of Midwestern summers with the 
generic freezer cubes. A couple years 
back, though, Polk noted a change in the 
habits of her guests, who casually started 
bringing their own ice. Her ice apparently 
was not to her friends’ liking. 

“B. Y.O.I. was a turning point for me,” 
Polk said of the moment at which she 
exited the world of generic ice use and 
entered another. 

“Ice is a food,” said Jane McEwen, the 
executive director of the International 
Packaged Ice Association, voicing a man- 
tra often heard in an industry laboring to 
lend gourmet associations to something 
seasonal, perishable and cheap. 

The average American buys four bags 
of packaged ice each year; 80 percent of 
all packaged ice is sold between Memorial 
and Labor days. Promoters from within 
the $2.5 billion packaged ice industry 
would like to change ice’s hoi polloi asso- 
ciations, give it some of the swank that 
marketing geniuses injected into bottles 
of designer water. 

Ice snobbery, to be certain, is no trend 
in the making. Packaged ice accounts for a 
mere .5 percent of all sales at American con- 
venience stores, according to Don Longo, 
the editor of Convenience Store News, a 
number that has stayed flat for years. 

As for consumers worried that their 
ice, like their water, may have picked 
something up on its way from the icy 
depths of underground aquifers to the

supermarket shelves, groups like the 
IPIAhave pushed to certify ice made by 
its 240 members. 

“Tou want to be sure you are getting 
good ice,” McEwen said. “If it isn’t certi- 
fied, how do you know?” 

Two years ago, the issue of ice purity was 
unexpectedly brought into focus when a 
Florida 7th grader, Jasmine Roberts, made 
national headlines for a science project 
that compared the purity of water from 
ice machines to that from the toilets in a 
variety of fast-food restaurants. 

Testing the samples at the University 
of South Florida, the student discovered 
that the water from the toilets was purer 
than that from the ice machines, some 
of which were contaminated with E. coli 
bacteria, among other unsavory things. 

“Not all ice is the same,” McEwen said.

NBC Universal is running an unprecedented 
3,600 hours of Olympics coverage on TV and 
the Internet, most of it live online, letting 
fans track their favorite sports in a way not 
possible even if they’d gone to Beijing. 

At 4:45 a.m. Sunday, users could catch 
cycling, handball, archery and rowing events 
on nbcolympics.com as they happen half a 
world away in China— 13 hours ahead of 
Chicago. 

Some of the events are available later on- 
demand. And NBC’s enhanced video player 
brings up to four simultaneous feeds— live, 
on-demand or a combination — allowing users 
to keep up. 

The video isn’t full-screen, but it is crisp, 
with little stuttering. But the Internet won’t 
be replacing TV anytime soon. At most, it’s 
good for sneaking in some tennis at work or 
watching events not likely to get more than 
highlights on TV 

The video is free. Users have to watch a 30- 
second ad before the event. Users also need 
Microsoft’s Silverlight— also free and rela- 
tively simple to install.

NBC does check your computer’s Internet 
Protocol address to make sure you are in the 
U.S., where NBC has the rights to broadcast 
the games. 

With NBC’s quad-screen “control room,” 
users can choose what runs on the four 
screens and pick which of the four is larger at 
any given time. 

These feeds are broadcast quality, with 


multiple camera angles, graphics and other 
gizmos you’d expect from a TV production. 
NBC is simply showing the feed made avail- 
able worldwide to broadcasters that lack their 
own cameras. 

What users don’t get is on-air commen- 
tary Instead, text commentary appears for 
a handful of events from partners like tennis, 
com. The commentary isn’t as extensive as the 


chatter you’d find on TV, but the basics are 
there. 

Besides the quad screens, NBC is offer- 
ing “picture-in-picture” viewing. Y>u could 
watch Michael Phelps’ medal-winning swim, 
for instance, while following the Angola- 
Germany men’s basketball game on the big- 
ger screen. That is, if you can figure out what 
“PIP” means and know to click on it. 

Users can search video by sport or country 
but not both. So there’s no easy way to know, 
for instance, which boxing segment has that 
competitor from Sweden— nor is there a con- 
sistent way to jump directly to that bout. At 
most, if the event had text commentary, users 
can scan it and jump to a particular segment. 

Most importantly, the video lacks the basic 
functions of digital video recorders like TiVo. 
You can’t pause or rewind live feeds, or watch 
a key play in slow motion. With on-demand 
clips, you can slide a bar to move forward 
or back, but you merely jump to that point 
rather than see video speedily as you would 
with DVRs and VCRs. 

Still, NBC should be commended for going 
this far with video.

Mad about Madden

In some huddles, the annual debut of the venerable Madden football series is 
as eagerly anticipated as the opening kickoff of the actual NFL season. And, 
each year, fans are left wondering if the latest offering contains enough “new” 
to justify shelling out 6o bucks. This year there can be little doubt as im- 
proved play-calling makes Madden NFL ’09 the most challenging yet.

WHAT’S NEW 

Adaptive Al: When using the My Skills 
difficulty setting, the computer learns your 
strengths and weaknesses and uses them 
against you. 

Virtual trainer: Madden is missing from the 
announcer’s booth, but makes an appearance 
to test players’ skills at running, passing and 
defense. The resulting Madden IQ can be used 
to compare the skills of different players. 

Chris Collingsworth and Tom Hammond are 
the new in-game announcers. Hammond is 
robotic, while Collingsworth seemingly can’t 
shut up. 


Rewind: Want to forget that fumble ever 
happened? Once per game, players can replay 
a down. The effect is cool, but hard-core 
gamers will resist the urge. 

Backtrack: Collingsworth breaks down game- 
changing plays, but the points he makes are 
worthless. 

» Franchise mode and Superstar mode have 
been expanded. 

» Online leagues get an upgrade. Players can 
set up and manage 32-team leagues complete 
with trades and postseason games. 

» Support for fantasy football leagues. 


Good 

» The adaptive Al keeps scores closer. The game tracks 
how well a player performs in passing, running, run 
defense and pass defense and makes adjustments. This 
is particularly noticeable in the passing game. Players 
are forced to abandon the Hail Mary and must grind 
out short yardage by running the ball and using short 
passes. The handicapping system works in two-player 
games, so beating up on your little brother just got a lot 
tougher. 

» New weather effects and player animations-athletes 
now slip and slide in mud and ice-along with more 
diverse camera angles create a more authentic 
presentation. 

» The PS3 RumbleShock controller, which vibrates with 
each big hit, is supported for the first time. 

» The game’s cover has QB Brett Favre wearing his 
Packers duds, even though he was traded to the Jets. 
EA has provided a new cover for fans to download and 
printout. 


Bad 

» At higher difficulty levels, 
the game cheats shamelessly. 
Computer-controlled players 
rarely drop a pass or miss a 
tackle, but player-controlled 
athletes become more 
error prone. Frustratingly, 
interceptions seem to be 
Madden’s equalizer of last 
resort. 

» The game often marks players 
down where they are tackled, 
not at the farthest point they 
advanced the ball. 

» Computer-controlled players 
often run out of bounds before 
reaching a first down, even 
if they are nowhere near a 
defender.
